The U.S.P.S. qualified the unveiling by saying these are 
“highlights of the 1992 stamp program.” Other designs and 
stationery items will be announced throughout the year, as 
most U.S. collectors are well aware. 

The 1991 program was only supposed to include 62 
stamps and five postal stationery items, but with the 
release of the Bulk Rate coil stamp on Dec. 13 (see Nov. 30 
issue for details), the total actually became 91 stamps and 
21 stationery items, with varieties of each bringing the 
total number of possibile additions for a U.S. collection to 
155 items, one of the costliest years on record for U.S 
collectors. 

Although the 1992 schedule calls for fewer stamps to be 
issued, Frank has indicated that in fiscal year 1992 the 
U.S.P.S. expects to double the proceeds obtained from the 
sale of stamps to collectors gained in fiscal year 1991
